ARE IN DANGER 


Warm Weather Making 
Trees Blossom Freely. 


If Weather Continues a Sud- 
den Frost a Little Laten: 
Would Ruin the | 
‘1909 Crop. 


While there has been no material 
damage to Georgia’s peach crop to date, 
it is verging on the danger line, and, 
unless the weather gets colder within 
the next few days, the destruction is 
liable to be quite extensive. 

This is the view taken by State En- 
tomologist E. L. Worsham, who has fre- 
ceived a number of reports to the,ef- 
fect that the trees here and there have 
already burst into bloom. So far, how- 
ever, this has happened only in. iso- 
lated cases, principally in south Geor- 
gia, though one or two trees have 
blossomed around Atlanta. 

“Ten days more of this warm weather, 
and the destruction will be extensive, 
if not almost compete,” said Mr. Wor- 
sham, when asked about the peach sit- 
uation yesterday. 

“So far the buds are not sufficiently 
advanced to be affected by a freeze, 
but, of course, every day of this high 
temperature brings them out.gradually 
more ard more, and if this continues 
for ten days I am afraid it will be all 
over with the Georgia crop, or at least 
the larger part of it. 

“Of course we don’t anticipate any- 
thing of the kind; it would be almost 
unprecedented. 
“So far only a few trees have bloom- 
ed, as ts usually the case with the 
first warm spel] of .the winter, but 
these are not enough to pay any atten- 
tion to, except as an indication of the 
possibilities should the warm spell be 
of exceptional duration.” 

There have been many inquiries about 
the effect of this sort of weather on 
the peach crop. The only thing that 
can be said, as is apparent from Mr. 
Worsham’s statement, is that it is safe 
so far, and its future will depend on 
the sort of weather it has to contend 
with. If the trees should bloom ‘now, 
the first frost would mean an end of 
the 1909 crop.

Speaker Alleges That It Is Op- 
posed by Employers, Parents 
and, in Some Cases, Even 
by -the Children 

Themselves. 


January 2i.‘‘Keep the 
child out of the factory.” This was 
the consensus of sentiment -at the 
opening today of‘ the fifth annual na- 
tional child labor conference. The 
plight of the poor child who is taken 
from school to become the support of 
parents, the unnatural] and unhealth- 
ful surroundings of a child in the fac- 
tories of the big cities and in the cot- 
ton. mills of the south, were all de- 
scribed by social workers of national 
repute, 4s an argument for more legis- 
lative protection for children. 

Evasion Charged by McKelway. 

Evasion and violation of child labor 
laws were condemned by A. J. McKel- 
way, secretary for the southern states. 
He said: : 

“When we come to consider the en- 
fercement of the law by the authorities 
or its observance by those affected, we 
may as well begin with the frank ad- 
mission that there is almost no enforce- 
ment and that the violations even of 
the poorest laws we have, are open and 
shameless and innumerable. 

“Experience has also taught that a 
child labor law ‘is a law without a 
friend’ for its enforcement. Employers, 
parents and in some instances the chil- 
dren themselves are opposed to its en- 
forcement. The private citizen who at- 
tempts to investigate the evil may him- 
self be convicted of trespass upon pri- 
vate property. Therefore, the absolute 
necessity for official factory and mine 
inspection, with power to investigate 
and with power to prosecute the viola- 
tors of the law.” — 

Mr. McKelway said that along with 
the prohibition of labor for children 
Should go the compulsion: to attend 
school. He reviewed the child labor 
laws of the southern states, declaring 
that only Kentucky and Louisiana ot 
these states have anything like a fair 
system for tssuing certificates of employ- 
ment and adequate provisions for fac- 
tory inspection. ) 

Conditions in South Carolina. 


Mr, McKelway continued: 

“The results of investigations of the 
southern office in 1908 were given as to 
conditions in Gouth Carolina. Children 
from seven years Old upward were found 
at work in the mills; children of ten 
years of age were numerous in the night 
shift. Children of twelve and thirteen, 
now beyond the protection of the law, 
had ‘been working in spite of its alleged 
protection, since they were six or seven.”’ 

He said that if the mill owners them- 
selves could realize the effects of the 
child labor system most of them would 
take steps to abolish it. 

“It is no longer an open question in 
this nation that law is needed for the 
protection of the children against the 
exploiters of their labor,” said the speak- 
er. “It is perbaps a disgrace to our 
civilization that there is such need, but 
it would be a worse disgrace if the facts 
were not recognized and the need met.”’ 
Children Overworked Out-of-Doors. 


Secretary Lovejoy declared that it 
was not alone in enclosed places that 
children were overworked. ‘In the 
berry fields of New Jersey, in the 
vegetable gardens of Delaware and 
Maryland, in the beet sugar flelds of 
Michigan, Nebraska and Colorado, ané@ 
in the tobacco fields of Connecticut, 
Kentucky, Virginia and Pennsylvania, 
he declared children were employed as 
much as twelve hours a day. 

“In the fruit canning sections of 
New York state, eighteen months ago,” 
said Mr. Lovejoy, “a thorough inves- 
tigation of child labor was made, 
which revealed such abuses that in 
deference to the canners, those direct- 
ing the investigation consented to 
suppress the publication of the re- 
port lest it should ruin the industry.”

Georgia is going back to the inauguration of the old days, yet, after all, 
not so old either, when about the only ceremony consisted in the appoint- 
ment of a legislative committee to conduct the governor-elect into the hall 
of the house of representatives, where, following the administration of the 
oath in the presence of house and senate, he announced his policies and pur- 
poses and went about the business of the state. 

Georgia will welcome it. She wants none of the ceremonials of kings 
or potentates, but the business-like procedure of business men.

THE ELASTICITY OF THE “UNWRITTEN LAW.” 


The public recognizes certain conditions not set down in statute under 
which one man may, with justification, take the life of another; but that 
this recognition, in jts last analysis a sentiment, is being more and more 
stretched to cover unmeritorious cases, stands unquestioned. 

Renewed discussion of this time-worn question has grown out of the re- 
cent acquittal of Thornton J. Hains, who assisted his brother, Captain Peter } 


C. Hains, Jr, in the slaying of William H. Annis. 
“Unwritten law is only a polite term for anarchy,” ex-District Attorney 


Eugene A. Philbin is ted to remark in commenting upon the Hains verdict. 

There is no question that the continued appeals to and recognition by : 
\juries of the so-called “unwritten law” is calculated to encourage violence 
and ‘thake wider the limits within which individuals may fee! that they 
are at liberty to apply it in redressing their grievances. 

To counteract this dangerous tendency toward an inevitable decreasing 
regard for the Jaws protecting human life, Mr. Philbin suggests that juries 
be required to find verdicts in accordance with the statute laws, and then, 


Pevidence, the jury might make an extraordinary plea for clemency to be con- 


sidered and acted upon by the judge and the executive, who could either 
mitigate or remove the penalty a3 the particular case might warrant. 
About the only objection that has been raised to this suggestion is that 


judges and executives are human just as are juries. 
But ‘that the time is at hand for some action that will repress this tend- 


ency toward undue leniency upon every occasion in which appeal is made 
to the “unwritten law” is well recognized by orderly and Jaw-abiding citizens. 
Commenting upon the verdict in the Hains case, Mr. Philbin makes some 


strong points:

Nearly every 
man who commits a crime, even murder, believes in his own mind that he is 
doing the proper thing. It is even possible to find some reasonable excuse for 
almost every crime. If we are to admit the existence of an “unwritten law’ 
in justification of mr gg pei why should we limit it to the violation of the sanc- 
tity of the home and family? 
Y Furthermore, it is impossible to limit it. It cannot be done by law, be- 
cause it is indefinite, “unwritten.” The presiding judge cannot do it, and it is 
left to the discretion of each individual juror. There must be an awakening 
of respect for the law in the public mind, so that men who are called to serve 
upon juries in murder cases will more strictly perform the sworn duties of 
their office. The clergy can assist in this to a great degree, but there must 
be a further impression of the matter om the public mind. The only thing 
that will head off the state of affairs into which we are drifting is a number 
of prominent convictions for murder. “Unwritten law” is only a polite term 
for anarchy. The whole structure of society is based on a wholesome regard 
for the law, and we are facing a disastrous climax if men are shown that they 
can commit murder and other crimes with impunity. 


That is putting the situation rather forcefully, but it is not overdrawn. 

The impossibility of translating the “unwritten law” into statute form 
makes it essential that its interpretation be put where sentimental emotion 
is not so likely to sway action beyond the line of duty. 

Otherwise the laws devised for the protection of human life wil] become 
more and more inoperative as juries, little by little, under the power of senti- 
mental appeal, go still further in their disregard of them.

Precious Metals in the South. 


Georgia, Alabama, North Carolina 
and South Carolina continue to be the 
principal producers of gold in the 
south, but the amount of the produc-* 
tion shows no increase. 

The production for 1907 aggregated 
$239,861 of gold and 81,257 ounces of 
silver tn the states named above, Ten- 
nessee and Virginia. The output of the 
latter state will be shown to be emalier 
than in i907. The Ducktown copper 
mines in Tennessee produced about the 
normal quantity of silver and copper.

Where the Panic Hart. 


The figures furnished by the bureag 
of the census on the import and export 
business for last year show the influ- 
ence of the panic on both sides of the 
ledger, For instance, we cut down our 
supply of diamonds, then cotton manu- 
factures, particularly fine laces. edige 
imgs and embroideries, showed the efe- 
fect of retrenchment. 

The figures show that the falling off 
in imports for 1908, as compared with 
1907, amounted to $307,000,000. and the 
falling off in exports for the same 
period amounted to $1!70,000,000. 

We imported $20,000,000 less dia- 
monds, $22,000,000 less cotton manuface- 
tured goods; $2!1,.0,000 less manu* 
factures of fibers and $22,000,000 less 
hides and skins, and $21,000,600 less 
chemicals, $10,000,000 less tin and $9,- 
000,000 less manufacturers of wood, in- 
cluding lumber. Iron and steel ime- 
ports were cut in half. Crude mate- 
rials for use in manufacturing were re- 
duced $1.17,000,000.

The oper- 
ating officials of most of the railroads 
are men especially trained, many of 
them technical men, who, as a rule, do 
not own a single share of railroad 
stock. Thése operating officials, prac- 
tically without exception, not only do 
not oppose proper regulation both by' 
the federal and state governments; 
they approve of it, but they ask that it 
shal) be wise, and competent regulation: 
determined, not by a spirit of hostility’ 
to corporations or by the crude and un- 
tried ideas of visionaries. Only men 
competent and skilled in managing 
large affairs of businesg should be ap- 
pointed to these federal ‘and state 
commissions. The prosperity of the 
country is so intimately involved with 
the prosperity of the railroads that 
harm cannot be done to them withou 
doing harm to the whole people. 2 

Incompetent and unjust railroad com- 
missioners are just as great an evil; 
indeed, a much more potent evil, to the 
whole people than incompetent and un. 
just railroad officials. Such railroad. 
officials do not -last long, and let me 
say that there is no class of employees 
more overworked and underpaid than 
that made up of the railroad officials of 
the United States. This is especially 
true at this time, for, while labor 
wages’ have not been reduced on rail- 
roads, the salaries of nearly all railroad 
officials and clerks have been materia!l- 
ly reduced, and at the same time more 
work has been placed upon them. The 
railroads were forced to do this owing 
to the heavy losses in their revenue 
brought about largely by adverse legis- 
lation and unjust decisions, 

Many railroad officials were 
charged, and those who were kept 
had their sgalarieg cut. Permit me to 

ey pede that, 
if such formers of public opinion. as 
The Constitution will persist in the ef-. 
fort to see that the ‘railroads get a 
square deal, it will not be very long’ 
before everybody in this country will’ 
be much better off financially and in, 
other ways. There will be more money 
to spend, more railroads built, better’ 
and more service on those alreaay' 
built, and, last but not least, many, 
good men now idle will be put back to 
work at good wages.

‘REMARKABLE GROWTH 
IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Enrollment Increased by Near- 
ly 2,000 Pupils—Two New 
Schools Well Filled. 


Remarkable growth has taken place 
in the public schools of Atlanta. The 
increase in the enrollment over that of 
last year goes Way beyond any pre- 
vious record, and the natural increase 
in the original schools of the city is 
rexactly 110 pupils over the total num- 
ber enrolled with the new ninth-ward 
addition. . 

Actual figures taken from the records 
in the superintendent’s office of the at- 
tendance in all the schools for the first 
wek in January of 1908, and the first 
week of 1909, telY plainly the story of 
the unusual growth. 

The attendance for the first week in 
January, !908 reached !4,360. The first 
week's attendance of this year went 
head and shoulders above that number 
with 16,158, showing a gain over 1/1908 
of 1,798 pupils. Subtracting from this 
gain the total number of pupils at- 
tending for the first week in the new 
ninth-ward addition, which was 844, the 
gain for the original schools was 954 
pupils, the largest figure by over two 
hundred that the Atlanta schools have 
ever added in a single year.

Louisville, Ky., January 21|.—Addresc. 
es by leaders in the National Model «t- 
cense League movement outlining the 
policies of that organization, were ‘the 
orders of the first session of the league's 
gescond annual convention held here to- 
day. President T. M. Gilmore, in his 
speech, attacked the Anti-Saloon Leagu? 
as insinceré in its avowals, déclaring 
that it did not want to keep any citizen 
from possessing,. purchasing and using 


liquor. 
For Reform, Not Prohibition. 


“The people do no# want prohibition, 
but they want a reform, and when we 
prove that we, too, want reform, when 
we gain the confidence of the public, thse 
prohibition wave will recede, and the 
Anti-Saloon League will find its occupa- 
tion gone,” declared President Gilmore. 

Mr. Gilmore discussed reform move- 
ments and the prohibition wave which 
he declared to be a protest against 
things that ought not to be; against con- 
ditions that ought not to continue. Mr. 


prohibition movement will ultimately re. 
sult in good to the liquor trade and to 
society, but he insisted that it should 
be carried along in a less radical way, 
and that the reforms desired should be 
brought about without such tremendous 
losses as are being entailed through the 
passage of prohibitory laws. 

“The people of this country do not 
want prohibition,” he insisted, “nor do 
they want the saloon unless the saloon 
is properly conducted. 

Sort of Saloons Not Wanted. 


“The saloon, if properly conducted, }s 
very good convenience, but the saloon 
that is run in connection with gambling, 
and tuat violates law, and that sells ts 
minors and to men who are intoxicate, 
is certainly out of touch with civiliza- 
tion; it is an offense to modern thought, 
and it should be stamped out by a man- 
datory penalty that is absoluteiy merci- 
less in its provisions.”’ 

“The Anti-Saloon League,’”’ he con- 
tinued, ‘is mot advocating prohibition, 
and to one who is familiar with the 
situation all of this talk about ‘dry ter- 
ritory’ is nething more than an ab- 
surdity.:i: Tere is no ‘dry territory’ in 
this country, although there are a num- 
ber of states and a great many coun- 
ties, aggregating in area probably one- 
half of the United States, in which 
laws have been adopted prohibiting the 
sale, and in some cases the manufac- 
ture, Of alcoholic beverages. A law 


holic beverages, however, can not af- 
fect the purchase and use of alcoholic 
beverages any more than a law that 
might prohibit the sale of cigars would 
affect the consumption of cigars.” 
Prohibition in Georgia. 


The speaker said that since the pas- 
sage of prohibition laws in such states 
as Georgia and Oklahoma, shipments 
of whisky and of beer to these 
states have been phenomenally large. 
This is attributed to the fact that peo- 
Ple who, under a license system, would 
never keep whisky in their homes, are 
persuaded to buy at least four bottles 
through fear that in case of dire need 
they would not be able to secure it in 
time. 

In conclusion, the speaker said: 

“I am satisfied that the time ig com- 
ing when the man who becomes intox- 
icated will be treated as a criminal and 
will be punished with the utmost se- 
verity, and I furthermore believe that 
the time is coming when the people of 
this country will give up and resent 
what is known as the treating habit, 
even as the people in continenia] 
Europe have done. : 

Alleged Failure of Prohibition. 


Captain D. M. Smith, of Louisville, 
general counsel for the league, spoke 
o” the reputed failure of political li- 
censing ‘boards to enforce liquor laws, 
declaring that they forced the saloon 
into politics, and Sidney Story, of New 
Orleans, ended the session with an ad- 
dress upon the causes of the alleged 
failure of prohibition in the south...

burglars. As he spoke he picked up 
the bunch of keys taken off the person 
of John Dorsey, the young man con- 
victed of complicity in the Eiseman 
Brothers’ burglary some months ago, 
and counted four different types of skel- 
eton keys. 

Then he unearthed a ®unch of keys 
of unknown possession which contained 
six. Another bunch, found after the 
hasty departure of a burglar on West 
Peachtree some time ago, contained 
one. In addition to these, many others 
were in evidence. The West Peachtree 
ley was picked up during the time 
when there was.such a dread of bur- 
Giars in the section bounded by Porter 
Place, Peachtree, West Peachtree and 
Fourteenth streets, and when the bur- 
Siars were supposed to have operated 


by candle light and by entering front | 


doors. 
Burglars Helped by Citizens. 
“A great deal of the burglary that 
has gone on of late has ‘been made pos- 
Sible by the-carelessness of citizens in 


failing to secure good locks for thel . 
‘Nearly any | 


doors,’” said Captain Jett. 
Simple lock can be opened by means 
of skeleton keys carried by the class 
of criminals we have recently caught. 
And nearly every home has one or more 
Simple locks to outside doors. These 
are the ones always sought by the 
thieves, while if good locks were pro- 
vided ther@® would ‘be little danger. 
“The professional burglar or thief car- 
Ties usually half a dozen such keys. 
If one won’t work a simple lock an- 
other will. If the inside key is out it 
is usually easy to effect an entrance. 
If it is in the lock, the 
usually make use of a slender little in- 
strument with which he will push out 
the key and let it hit on the inside. 
The skeleton key is then put into play. 
A siender clamp is also used to At 
over the end of the-inside key and 
turn it from the outside. 
Nearly All Young Men in the Game. 


‘ Continuing Captain*Jett discussed the 


average age of burglars brought in by 
the members of the police department. | 


“It has been my observation that the 
burglars caught are nearly all young, 
from !18 to 21 years of age,” he said. 
“This applies to blacks 
alike. Usualiy the white man has.a 
betttr chance to secure skeleton keys 
than the nazro, but of late the negro 
hag had in his possession «as many as 
the white man. 

‘Somebody can do the people a great 
service by securing the enactment of 
legislation making it a felony or at 
least a misdemeanor for such people to 
carry skeleton keys. Ags it is, they 
are as ‘bad as conceaied weapons, The 
police can do nothing.’’ 

Another burglar who carried a skele- 
ton key was Charles DuPont, who con- 
fessed he entered the store of the Orr 
Stationery Company and the Holzman 
Jewelry Company, and was caught with 
nearly $1,000 worth of goods, for which 
he was bound over under a $5,000 bond. 
DuPont also carried a billie, pliers and 
screw driver, all that the average bur- 
Siar needs to carry out his work.

But at the decline of- 
ferings were very well absorbed, some 
well-known spot interests were ag- 
Sressive buyers, particularly of wcto- 
ber, and the market developed a 
steadier tone, which turned into a 
sharp advance 4s soon as early sellers 
tried to get back some of theif cotton.

Is there a little boy lying dead@in 
the bottom of a deep well in the va- 
cant lot, situated almost under the 
Mitchell street bridge, at the corner of 
Elliott street?

MEMORIAL OF LINCOLN 
DISCUSSED BY SENATE 


Memorial Highways to Two 
Famous Battlefields 
Suggested. 


Washington, January 2!.—Senator 
Dick's resolution, declaring February 
12, the birthday of Abraham Lincoln, 
to be a legal holiday in the District 
of Columbia and the territories, 
recommending a general celebration of 
that day, and the erection of a suitable 
Memorial of Lincoln in Washington, 
called forth much interest in the gen- 
ate today. 

The resolution specified Washington 
as the location of tthe proposed 
memorial, Senator Carter, of Montana, 
favored a memorial highway from the 
(door of the white house to the battle- 
field of Gettysburg, 60 miles distant, to 
be known as the “Lincoln Way.” 

“That is a dream,” declared Senator 
Gallinger. 

Senator McLaurin, of Mississippi, sug- 
Sested that the “Lincoln Way” be 
built from Washington to the battle- 
field of Manassas, instead of to Get- 
tysburg, ag the latter highway would 
be 30 miles, while to extend it to. Get- 
tysburg would make necessary a road 
50 miles long. 

“Such a road to Manassas, if it had 
been built at the time of the civil war, 
would have been extremely useful to 
the federal government,” he said.
